Tbe Government may be 
forced to give an open-ended 
commitment to settie legal 
claims arising from tbe col 
lapse of Laker Airways to sal- 
v^e the £1 billion privatisa- 
tion of British Airways. 

Mtoisters are now giving ac- 
tive consideration to proposals 
to underwrite some of the 
legal claims to ensure that tbe 
BA flotation can be resumed. 

The Govermnent's indemnity 
against toe Laker legal claims 
cannot yet be quantified, but 
would undoubtedly run into 
many millions of pounds. 

The B.A flotation, originally 
due on February 14, was post- 
poned shortly before Christmas 

after ministers initially refused 
to underwrite toe potential 
claims. The Transport Secre- 
tary, Mr Nidiolas Ridley, and 
Treasury ministers were the 
main objectors. 

But it bas now become ap- 
parent that the BA privatisa- 
tion could be delayed for sev- 
eral years unless action is 
taken to settle the Laker 
riaims or indemnify the com- 
against them. 

Trie proposed indemnity 
would cover only claims aris- 
ing from ^ dass actions ** being 
formulated against BA and 
other international airlines al- 
leging that they conspir^ to 
drive Laker out of business. 
Laker collapsed three years 
ago. with debts of £280 million. 

. BA is believed to have made 
substantial progress to reach- 
ing an out of court settlement 
with the Laker liquidator. Hr 
Christopher Morris, over his £1 
billion anti'trust case against 
the airlines. Settlement is ex- 
pected shortly and could cost 
toe airlines around £50 mil- 
lion, but will not affect any

Tbe Prime Minister plays a 
central role in determining the 
scientific priorities of the Gov- 
ernment, the Commons Select 
Connnlttee on Education and 
Science was toM yesterday. 

. The Department of Educa- 
tion junior minister, Mr Peter 
Brooke, who was asked 
whether there should be an 
overall govenunent science 
programme, said : “ The Prime 
Minister is very much of a 
view that if you have an area 
where there is conceivably con- 
flict between departments, in 
terms of scientific priorities, 
that she herself has a central 
role in the Government in tbe 
management of those scientific 
priorities." 

Mp Brooke said that new 
meetings of government chief 
scientists would help avoid du- 
plication, and the annual 
review of research and devel- 
opment could also result in 
more effective co-ordination. It 
was veity difficult to see which 
way science was going to de- 
vef(^ and it was better to pro- 
ceed by decentralised methods, 
througu the research councils, 
rather than a centralised 
systenL 

The minirter had been 
pressed by the Conservative 
MP, Sir Gerard Vaughan, who 
said that some scientists were 
critical because the Govern- 
ment did not have an overall 
science programme. Mr Brooke 
said the Government did have 
“ a position " bat did not think 
that the Department of Educa- 
tion should have tbe role of 
co-ordinating scientific 

research.

12-1 majority poses dilemma for TUC leaders 

Engineers’ union votes 
to take government cash

Britain's second biggest 
union, the Amalgamated Umon 
of E^ngineering Workers, has 
voted by a 12 to one majority 
to accept public money to pay 
for ballots of members. 

*ne result — and the 
union’s immediate application 
for funds for past ballots — 
puts the AUEW theoretically 
I in danger of suspension from 
I the Trades Union Congress for 
acting in breach of the TUC 
special conference decision 
against compliance with gov- 
ernment laboufiaws. 

But the size of the majority 
in a poll where 34 per cent of 
the union’s million members 
voted will make it difficult for 
the TUC to carry out the disci- 
plinary procedure agreed last 
week by the general council. 

Taken with the decision of 
the Electrical, Electronic, Tele- 
communications and Plumbing 
Union to take public funds 
and the possibility that three 
other unions representing air- 
line pilots, postal workers and 


building workers, will follow 
the AUEW, the TUC will be 
aware that disciplinar}- action 
could rend tbe movement 
apart. 

Mr Terry Diiffy, the AUEW 
president, said when the result 
was declared at the union’s ex- 
ecutive meeting yesterday: 
“ we have no desire to fall out 
with tbe TUC and hope they 
will relent. 

“ We have asked Norman 
Willis, the TUC general secre- 
tary. and Bill Keys, chairman 
of the Emploj'ment Committee, 
to ask the Finance and Gen- 
eral Purposes Committee not 
to implement any disciplinary 
moves against us. 

“ In spite of the problems 
that would arise the TUC 
went ahead, we shall imple- 
ment our members' decision. 
The days have gone when ' lead- 
ers could dictate to members. 
They now demand to be con- 
sulted and we have done that 

“ There is nothing immoral 
or wrong in firing tbe money. 
The TUC can act in an advi- 
soiy capacity hut we comply 


with the wishes of our. 
members.’* 

The general council decided 
by 26 votes to 11. Jast week to 
ask the finance" and 'general 
purposes committee to recom- 
mend whether the TUC should 
start an inquiiy— leading to 
possible su.spension— if any 
union received public money 
for bailout. 

Mr Gavin Laird, AUEW gen- 
eral secretaiy, wrote to the 
trade union Certification Offi- 
cer, the official concerned, to 
apply for about £9 million 
pounds in back-dated funds as 
soon as tbe ballot result was 
declared yesterday. 

• Mr Moss Evans, general sec- 
retary of Britain's largest 
union, the Transport and Gen- 
eral Workers’, complained yes- 
terday that industrial relations 
legislation was making solici- 
tors a growth industry. 

He said solicitors acting for 
Austin Rover, which is suing 
the union over last year’s 
strike, had put the cost of 
their services in seeking an in- 
junction against the union at 
£2,400. 


Contract teachers awarded cash

Union officials are pressing 
for compensation for more 
teachers who have lost their 
jobs at the end of short-term 
contracts, after payments total- 
ling over £16.000 were awarded 
to 27 members by an indus- 
trial tribunal. 

The outcome of this week’s 
hearing in Birmingham— the 
first case of its kind — ^has im- 
mediate implications for at 
least 140 teachers formerly em- 
ployed by Hereford and 
Worcester, whose ease is being 
negotiated. 

It has wider importance for 
the growing number of teach- 
ers around the country who 
are employed on short, fixed- 


term contracts. It is believed 
that there are around 20JKK) 
staff holding jobs in schools 
on these tenns— a highly inse- 
cure position which affects 
young teachers and women 
most severely. 

The National Union of 
Teachers regards such con- 
tracts as a device to cut the 
teaching force, and has 
mounted defence of its mem- 
bers who find that their con- 
tracts are not renewed after a 
year. 

The NUT yesteriay drtmed 
an improvement victory in tbe 
case of 27 teachers, whose con- 
tracts with Solihull council 
ended last August lire indus- 
trial tribunal ordered Solihull 


to pay £600 to each teacher 
because it had failed to con- 
sult the union vrtien the teach- 
ers’ contracts were not 
renewed and they were effec- 
tively made redundant. 

An NUT spokesman said yes- 
terday. *‘We established quite 
clearly that authorities have an 
obligation to consult with tbe 
union when they refuse to 
renew fixed-tenn contracts sim- 
ply because they are cutting 
back on iBie teacher force.’’ 
tee result of the hearing is 
that a move is now likely to 
be made to brenk the deadlock 
wihich has prevented Solihull 
from meeting its full teacher 
unions’ joint committee since 
1981.

Hospitals turn away emergency patients

Barry Evans for South-east 
‘Ibames regional autiwiity, and 
due to be discussed by admin- 
istratozs of the four Ibames 
regions next montii, shows that 
2 per cent of patients imtially 
rejected by hospitals died be- 
fore a bed could be found. 

Other cities may be experi- 
encing similar i»-oblenis. A 
survey of emergency services 
by Dr Evans shows that Bir- 
ndughana bed bureau was 
handling 150 emergency cases 
a week last year ; Edinburgh 
is coping with a severe short- 
age of lons^si^ beds wbich is 
putting pressure on acute ser- 
vices ; and Belfast is also hav- 
ing difficulties. 


Dr Evans's report cites the 
of a 79^ar-old woman 
who had simered a stroke. 
** She was unconscious, inconti- 
nent, ^th spastic arms. She 
was refund admis^Mi by four 
hospitals, no reason noted, and 
it was 40 jmnutes before she 
was seen at hospital, where 
she was foimd to be dead on 
arrhraL" 

In 1983 over three quarters 
of GPs reported that emer- 
vency patients had been 
turned away. The EBS found 
it increasing difficult to get 
beds, one hospital was refusing 
EBS requests for an average 
of 15 dvs every month, and 
more bed closures in London 
were on the way. 

Patients tumM a w a y by hos- 
pitals included a six-week-old 
girl suffering from 

pneumonia, young children 
with asthma attach, a preg- 


nant 15-year-old, and a 74-yeai^ 
old man with heart failure 
who was rejected six hospi- 
tals and died three days later.

The ponsd briefly bit Fri- 
day’s low point of 12A5 to tbe 
dollar before closing at be- 
tween 11.70 to IIRO ^ stiU 
well below tbe healthier 10.60 
to 10.70 mark at which it 
dosed on Monday before Mr 
Earami announced the stabili- 
sation measures.

Former President Suleiman 
Franjieh warned Lebanon of 
famine and social upheaval, 
foUowing a forecast of catas- 
trophe last week by Finance 
Minister Mr Camillo Cffiamoun. 

(Mr Franjieh told a news 
conference : “ There are now 
indications of famine in Leba- 
non threatening the couzrtry 
with a social e^Iosion.” It was • 
tbe first public warning that 
Lebanon’s economic crisis 
mi^t bring famine. Mr 
Franjieb offered no evidence 
to back his forecast 

In Beirut, Mr Boss criticised 
the Government at a news con- 
ference called to e^Iain his 
decision to revoke his resigna- 
tion. He said he submitted it 
because the Government “has 
not been up to the challenge 
in the field of politics, secu- 
rity, tbe economy, or social 
affairs." 

It had failed to live up to 
its name as a government of 
“ national uni^ '’ and bad in- 
tensified political confessional- 
ism rather than reconciliag 
rival sects and tackling basic 
political protflems, Mr Hoss 
said. 

He had only decided to stay 
on ^ter two days when it be- 
came clear otber ministers 
would also resign and the Gov- 
ernment would collapse. 

0 The PLO’s ceirtral councii 
will meet in mid-February to 
discuss Jordanian-Palestinian 
relations and other subjects. 

Hr Abdul-Rahim Ahme^ a 
HLO official, said in Amman 
yesterday. The 60-member 
group functions as a steering 
committee when tbe Padestlne 
National Council — tbe Pales- 
tinian parliamcart-in-exile — is 
not meeting. 

The meeting will be held 
either in Algeria, South Yemen ' 
or Tunisia. 

{Relations between the FLO 
and Jordan gained importance 
when the PNC met in Amman 
lart November, Mr Ahmed 
said. It called for joint action 
on a Middle East settlement, 
though the two sides disagree 
on some issues. 

King Hussein of Jordan has 
meanwhile renewed his criti- 
cism of US policies in the 
Middle East but says he still 
hopes 'Vfasiiiz^n will play an 
even-handed rote in the search 
for peace. He said that he 
hoped to visit the US in the 
next few months. — ^Reuter.

has seen in recent months. 

She is also, of course, bles- 
sed with a clurtrii of exception- 
ally strong songs. Tbe reading 
of her most recent hit, i Feel 
For You may- have been the 
most perfunctory of tbe eve-

THE Northcott Theatre has 
had a poltergeist since 1981.

Murray, who died 
yesterday at ,the age of 65, 
was a. master of sardonic 
comic baffltenent and 'res- 
ignation. And tils weazy- frus- 
tration was made all the fun- 
nier because it was coiiriied 
in trim precise tones that 
could have belonred to a 
g^eri EdixAur^ landlady. 

Alttaon^ he was a bi^ky 
and imposing-loiAing man, 
his domedy had a delicacy of 
approarii and a deftness that 
was perhaps somrtimes too 
subtle fOr the tough Scottish 
varied - theatres where he 
began; bis career^ . 

Clue Murray was one of 
the few Scottish comedians 
to gain wide aeceptance in 
England ■ while remaining 
wholly ethnie in his style, la 
the great dasw of the music 
haUs-Hanr Lauder and 'Will 
Fj^e mastered tins trick, 
imd to a certain extent Billy * 
^onolly' has done today. But 
while his star in England in- 
evitably ' twinkled, rather 
more 'faintly, Murray 
remained a top crowd-puller 
north of tbe border up' 


to his death' arid - was much 
in demand on. Scottish 
televisioii..

The futility of fonning the world’s best 


Sir, — If your report (Jan- 
uary 26) of Lord Young's 
latest speech is accurate, 
then it should not go unan- 
swered. J shall deal with 
only one a^iect of his talk, 
namely his claim that school 
leavers lack the motivatfoa 
to -work. 

Nothing could be farther 
from the truth as far as the 
young people 1 meet is. the 
North East are concerned. 
They are still deeply imbued 
with tee Protestant work 
ethic, are desperate to find 
enqiloyment and are often 
prepared to accept " shit 
jobs” (their phrase) rather 
than be on the dole. 

The new and central prob- 
lem we must all grapple 
with is not the motivation of 
young people nor their lack 
of skills, but the fact that 
**the world of work is run- 
ning out of work,” to quote 
Hannah Arendt. Many of the 
jobs formerly done by young 
people have simply disap- 
peared : that is the central 
fact which must be acknowl- 
edged and addressed. 

The OEJCD's recent esti- 
mate that 25 per cent of 
young people in Europe will 
be unemployed by the end of 
I9S6 makes clear that blam- 


ing schools or young people 
or the present Ctmservative 
Government is to misread 
the crisis. 

I am not arguing that 
Ixjrd Young is cmnpletely 
wrong, but rather that he is 
only half tight Of course 
young Britisii people need to 
be as well trained as young 
Germans or Japanese. Bizt 
such cultural comparisons 
make at least two points 
dear. First youth unen^loy- 
znent is not inevitd)le : It is 
a political option. 

Second, to pro^e training 
and notlung but training is 
to solve omy half the prob- 
lem and the wtxmg half , as 
the znudk praised German 
system is now finding out 
Young apprentices in Ger- 
many train for three years 
as opposed to one in Brit- 
ain’s Youth Traimng Scheme 
and yet an increasfng num- 
ber of Germans still end up 
unemployed. 

If Lord Young wants to 
know what destroys motiva- 
tion, it is being taken off tbe 
dole queue at the age of IS 
or 20 to be retrained on a 
Community Progranune, and 
then being returned to the 
same dole queue. I urge

Sir, — 'Mr Bodmer (Let- 
ters, January 24) says the 
Imperial Cancer Research 
Fund is deeply concerned to 
promote preventive methods 
in combating cancer. 

Surely the best form of 
preventive medicine in can- 
cer is to seek to ensure that 
tbe public is made well 
aware of cancer symptoms so 
that It seeks early treatment 
■with, in consequence, a 
hugely improved chance of 
recovery. 

1 do not believe that, ex- 
cept for one or two forms of 
the disease, this is done 
today. The success rate for 
treatment could be enor- 
mously improved by a deter- 
mined public education ef- 
fort of this sort 

I have recently- recovered 
from cancer of the throat. 
For eight niontbs before I 
went to my doctor, I had 
teen aware that 1 bad beeu 
becoming rather Tioarse but, 
like I soraect 95 per cent of 
the popuTation, had no idea 
teat this was a symptom — 
often the only symptom — 
of throat cancer. 

I bave since heard of 
others who have gone for 
two years -without seeking 
treatment for the same 
reason, with fatal results. I 
have no doubt that a similar 
ignorance exists about the 
symptoms of other forms of 

cancer. . 

Current efforts are de- 
voted to making potential 
\ictlms aware of the symp- 
toms of cancer of the breast 
ynd of tee uterus to ensure 
early treatment Why not for 


other forms of cancer ? 

Only a fraction of tbe 
money now ^nt on cancer 
research would be needed fo 
save countless lives nn this 
way.

Sir, — I have read with 
interest tee correspondence 
(Letters January 19 and 24) 
about the morality of fund- 
ing and objectives of cancer 
research, containing the alle- 
gations of Chris Upton and 
tee rebuttal of Walter 
Bodm». 1 believe neither of 
your correspondents can 
claim a monopoly of virtue, 
and both choose to strike 
-wide of the mark — which 
is the genuine concern about 
differences between the aims 
of public support of cancer 
research chanties, and the 
reality of the performance of 
those tearitdes. 

The director of a cancer 
research institute seeks, ac- 
cording to his best beliefe, to 
realise the objectives of pre- 
venting and alleviating can- 
cer within the means at his 
disposal. Menteers of bis 
staff are sufficiently indepen- 
dent and intelligent to distln- 
}Aiish between an arguably 
immoral investment portfolio 
on the one hand, and the 
need to balance a Umited in- 
come 'With constructive pro- 
posals in preventive medi- 
cine, the clinic and the 
laboratory, on the other. 

The members of tbe public 
have choices ; to donate 
money to cancer research, to 


invest in the tobacco indus- 
try, to do neither, or con- 
ceivably to do bote. 

The cancer research insti- 
tution, in raising public 
money, have a moral obliga- 
tion truthfully to inform the 
public which supports them ; 
they also have a duty to can- 
cer patients whose sufferings 
engender public sympathy. 

In this respect, tee reply 
by Walter Bodmer is inter- 
esting for what it omits. If 
we accept his argument that 
SO per cent of cancers have 
an eDvironmeiitai basis, wbat 
hones^ are the real pros- 
pects in any society for pre- 
vention or eradication of the 
disease? If 80 per cent of 
cancers have an intrinsic 
genrtie eaose, what are the 
prospects for falfiUing tbe 
stated objectives of tee Im- 
perial Cancer Research Fund 
in prevention and cure ? 

Were it to be demon- 
strated that cancer is less a 

disease” in the accepted 
sense, than a “condition of 
human existence,” how 
would the ICRF or any other 
cancer research institution 
justify its existence? Is the 
ICBF supportte by tee dona- 
tions of the public because it 
is genuinely curious to know 
more about oncogenes, or tbe 
effects of chemicals on bac- 
teria ; or does it donate 
money in the belief that pre- 
'vention. alleviation, or cure 
of cancer will result from its 
donations ? 

These questions are at the 
root Of the anxieties felt by 
many scientists supported by 
charitable cancer research 


A crucial mistake in a leukaemia survey 


Sir.— It is amaring teat Dr 
Clarke of tbe National Radio- 
logical Protection Board can 
admit (Futures, January 24) 
that, according to the board’s 
calc^tions, some Chilian 
living in Seasc^e might 
receive a radiation dose from 
Windscale’s discharges 300 
per cent greater than back- 
ground, when the board’s 
bteklet Living wite Radiation, 
states teat tee dose from 
nuclear ein&ey discharges to 
the British public is less than 
0.1 per cent of normal. 


Since that Seascale dose 
comes from ingestion of silt 
— which is, in fact, washed 
up regularly on the -village 
beach — it will consist 
mainly of alpha radiation 
from plutonium. 

At a meeting at the DHSS 
on October 22 it was painted 
out that the board's calcula- 
tions of leukaemia risk from 
alpha radiation were wrong, 
because they had assumra 
that stem cells were evenly 
distributed throu^out the 


bone marrow. In fact, as Pro- 
fessor Lord of Paterson Lab- 
oratories has established they 
are concentrated in the inner 
bone surfaces, precis^ the 
point where ingested pluto- 
nium is deposited. 

Since nigh LET a^a 
r^atlon travels only a snort 
distance,, this is a crucial 
mistake, and means that the 
bo^ has considerably 
understimated the leukaemia 
risk.

The “ ind^ndent '* cancer 
research institutes bave 
taken it -upon themselves to 
preserve the capacity to com- 
pete internationally at public 
expense, - because govern-' 
ments have shown them- 
selves incapable .-of imple- 
menting a coherent science 
policy. This is neither irre- 
sponsible nor wrong, but it 
is a dubious moral practice 
became it betrays public 
trust : and it embarrasses 
those workers ' in cancer 
research who may want to 
achieve the same goals, but 
are genuinely distressed by 
the means they are forced to 
use in that process.

S ' at Wakefield into the 
of Tony Taylor who 
was sentenced to life impris- 
onment for murder in 1980 
and who had been found 
hanging in his cell four days 
after having been told teat 
the local rertew committee 
of tee -Parole Board would 
not be considering his case 
until the year 2001. 

Until October, 1^ the Pa- 
role Board for England and 
Wales had operated what 
even its severest critics ac^ 
knowledged was an essen- 
tially fair, practical and cau- 
tiously prudent approach to 
tee difficult problem of 
releasing “lifers.” Dut in his 
address to tbe Conservative 
Conference on October 11, 
1983 Mr Brittan announced a 
series of measures which 
were bound inevitably to 
bave a devastating effect 
upon that part of the parrte 
system as it affects lifers. 

Indeed, on tee very day of 
his announcement four pris- 
oners with impeccable prison 
records were precipitately 
returned to closed prisons. 
They had bees taken to tee 
top of tee higli mountain, 
given a real expectation of 
freedom and then, for no 
other reason than the enun- 
ciation of the new policy 
were cruelly cast down. 

Mr. Brittan purveyed his 
new policy as one which 
regarded tee ” safety of tee 
public ” as a paramount con- 
sideration. That being so, we 
are entitled to ask upon 
what evidence it has. been 
estsbiished teat the mini- 
mum period below which 
public safety cannot be gua^ 
anteed is 20 years. If there 
is such evidence it is of tiie 
utmost criminological impor- 
tance since nothing in tbe 
post-release behaviour of 
released lifers hitherto has 
suggested anytbmg otiier 
than that most do wdl and 
teat homicide, being a very 
heterogenous category of of- 
fence, produces varying 
levels of mk. . 

With reference to those 
lifers who were ‘ knocked 
back' on October 11, 1983 is 
it credible that though in 
1982 they were art adjudged 


dangerous but potentially 
5uitrt>le for release they 
were by tee time of the Con- 
servative Conference a dan- 
ger ? Even more extraordi- 
nary would be the discovery 
that oil lifers currently in 
prison are now so dangerous 
that they must be detained 
for at least 20 years. 

. The fact of the matter is 
that the “ new policy ” was 
no more than a statement 
that as from October 1983 
the release of lifers would 
be subject to newly est^ 
fished dfmensfons of retribu- 
tion For existing prisoners 
deterrence could not be rrie- 
-vant : nor was teeir fate to 
be determined by any of 
tbeir behaviour subsequent 
to conviction. 

Why Mr. Brittan should 
have chosen to adopt bis pol- 
icy is, no doubt a question 
of polictical analysis. But 
since this constitutes a form 
of re-sentencing — not in 
law, it fs true, hut certainly 
in its consequential reality 
,^1 it is surely . morally 
objectionable. 

The -crime of Tony Taylor 
dimished someone; the 
lonely death of Tony Taylor 
in a strix^ noose and a Mas-

Advocates of the new economics can point 
to many examples of grassroots economy, 
says Walter Schwarz at the conclizsion of 
his series. But can a movement charged 
with turning back the clock prove to be 
prophetic?

WILL IT ever happen? Uili- 
tants of the new economics, 
which seeks to decentralise 
and humanise society on ihe 
small-is-beautUhl model, are 
uncertain over the prospects. 

3 At the grassroots. th«y feel 
the new order has already 
started to arrive, coming up 
through the cracks in the 
pavements of the ailing 
industrial state. They note the 
trend - away from large 
towards small firms, . toe 
movement of people from 
town te country, from regular 
to irregular work patterns and 
the spread of cooperatives, 
skill^swaps, community 
businesses and alternative 
technology centces.- 
Aspects of the wav forward 
are mailed out at the Centre 
for Alternative Teehn^r^ at 
Machyrrlleth' in Wales. Here 
the energy, food, building 
practices and lifestyles of the 
new age have been, on display 
for 10 years. The stalfltve in a

However, the new econop 
mists sense that politicians 
and trades union leadeii are 
hostile Both 90 ups have 
clear reasons io - fbel 
threatened by the movement 
In Roomier moments, the 
prophets of the. new^age ecd' 
nozny fear it coiild all go the 
opposite way — to the hell 
depicted- in Kurt Vonnegut's 
novel Flayer Piano, in which

But Hr Jpym showed no other 
sign of readiness to step 
outside the big-is-beantiftil. 

For Labour, Hr Roy Hair 


a small minority of bosses and 
workers control the available 
work ancTwealtti and the rest 
are shiftless drones. 

Officials and ' politicians 
find - the movement of ideas 
has grown too large and 
respectable to be rude about 
Almost ero^ne in. authority, 
or in opposition, would claim 
to support'tome of the convi- 
vial new notions of work, if 
only because nobody has any 
panacea of his own. 

Hr Geoffrey Holland, who 
runs the Manpower Services 
Commissioii, eongratolated 
the young unemployed, for 
their **iemarkable resilience 
and resource, willingness to 
put timetber bits and pieces 
and adopt different work patr 
terns." 

Be sees tiiis reflected in the 
success of his enterprise 
allowance- scheme, in which 
30,000 TOung people have 
come off Lfae dole: *Their 
survival rate as entrep- 
reneurs is higher than that of 
business as a whole.'* 

-- Sharply distancing himself 
the grimmer sides of 
Thatcherism, . Hr Holland 
said: "We don’t believe poli- 
ticians will let unemployment 
go on climbing, or that they 


some of the lan m a g g of the 
new economics, out kept its 
ideas deliberate^ at aim's 
length- "I'la incieasingly

Bnt he insisted that 
growth was essential to 
enable governments to redis- 
tritrete wealttL and create 
jobs. He qualified this in the 
modem .manner; "You have 
to think of the quality and 
nature of growth, and also its 
penalties." 

'Filially, Mr Batters! ey 

thought the new ectmomists 
view that there can be no 
infinite growth in a finite 
world "smacks of Malthus." 

The only warmish sympathy 
fer the new ideas we feond 
among politicians came from 
Shirley Williams, who said 
she was "in the business of 
teaching my own party about 
these matters.'* 

She thought the ' Social 
Democrats were the only 
people who coold learn; 
^Labour and Conseivatives 
are both linked to corporat- 
isnu Small business is tradi- 
tional terrain for Tbries. but 
Uiey distrust links to local 
‘guventment,- even though 
these links are woiking splen- 
didily just now. Local enter- 
prise trusts have already cre- 
ated 100,000 jobs at low cost'* 
Mrs Williams thought gov- 
ernment could work towards a 
more flexible economy. Her 
party was for decentridising 
taxes, bringing in re^oqm 
income tax. Employers’ natio- 
nal insurance contributions 
could be converted to tnm- 
over tax to encourage employ- 
ment 

There was . little in these 
poKtieians* views to encour- 
age the - dreamers. But 
business leaders were more 
forthcoming. Sir Peter 
Parker, chairman of the Rock- 


well Group and of the 
Institute of Management, con- 
fessed: “Many of us have 
been brooding over the* 
Player Piano scenaria" 

Sir Peter discussed the "new 

economic a^nda'* at a 
London Business School 
seminar. Be h^ long urged 
companies to see that "social 
responsiblli^ good 

business. 

Something of a erase for 
“holistic business" has 
indeed sprung up, and a new 
generation oi eonsultants has 
arisen to cater fer it New 
Initiatives Ltd; in Hampstead, 
is run by Edward Pos^ (a 
Findhom Foundation mem- 
ber). Ftancls Kinsman and 
Lis Hosken. 

It caters, they say, for the 
‘Yeminine principle in busi- 
ness — a more gentle, 
nourishing approach," Liz 
Hoslmn expfeined: “We fry to 
create conditions for people 
to start feeling OiK leeling 
less butch.

This message has gone to 
the top; “TraditionalJy. the 
role 01 the indlvidaaj was to 
confonn to the organisation, 
but now the organisation will 
have to conform to the indi- 
vidual.”

in society." 

Unions are hostile by 
nature to the new economies, 
and the mori outspoken 
remarks about it came from 
David Lea, assistant general 
secretary at the TUC fie said 
the movement “carries the 
danger of an unholy alliance 
between people who don’t 
want fell emplE^ent in 
order to keep workers and 
anions in a weak position, and 
those who want to go back to 
some sort of agrarian 
society." 

However, there are alterna- 
tive unionists, like Mike Cool- 
ley. He was leader of the 
Lucas AiTOSpaee shop 
stewards wOo fried, m tne 
seventies, to switch produc- 
tion from arms to socially and 
ecologically useflil products. 

He now runs the technical 
projects division at the Grea- 
ter London Enterprise Boani 
which is in the vanguard of 
some of the new economic 
thinking, offering workspace 
to barefoot scientists. His 
complaint is that traditional 
mass prodoction ‘means 
thrawBway cars, throwaway 
c^p^ients and throwaway

Sinking coalminers, who 
might appear to be acting 
conservatively in defence of 
an old order, have been found 
vmpathetic to the sturdy 
regionalism promoted by the 
new economics.

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in less money, or only a little 
more, than the dole. 

Mr Guy Dauncey has pro- 
posed ingeniously that 
entitlement to benefit should 
actually increase by half the 
amount of money an “unem- 
ployed" person earns for him- 
self In this way people could 
work their way towards self- 
employment, an impossibility 
under the preBent ^slem. 

A man on a basic benefit of 
£40 a week who earned £fi) on 
bis own account while “unem- 
ployed" wonid thus have his 
benefit entitlement increased 
by£10to£S0 — £20 in earnings 
and £30 in benefit If he 
earned £40, entitlement 
would increase to ^0. includ- 
ing £20 benefit When he 
earned £80, he would become 
free of the benefit ssi^em 
altogether. 

Charles Handy, visiting pro- 
fessor at the London Business 
School whose special field is 
the work patterns of the 
friture, also seeks interim 
solutions on the to a more 
flexible society. He wants a 
start made in education, 
which should be re-cast to 
cater in a non-competitive 
way for everyone, not lust the 
minority who go on to college. 

Getting rid of competition is 
at the heart of the new econo- 
raics, but Handy does not see 
the new order as round the 
eqnier. He thinks the British 
wiinmmpromise, introducing 
new ideas in stagex Bnt he 
warns there is a painfrzl 
choice ahead for the fortunate 
80 per cent of Britons now at 
work. 

“Will they bang on to what 
they have and the devil take 
the nijidmost in a cruel world, 
or are tb^ prepared to ^ve 
up part of their jobs and with 
it a part of their income, for a 
fiiirer society, on the tenuous 
promise that it could be more 
excitin& frilfiUing and 
rewarding for all if it hap- 
pened?” Bf taking Handjrs 
second choice, “Bniain could 
lead the world out of the 
xndustiy^lominated era just 
as she fed the worid into iL" 

Meanwhile, as they wait for 
more official and public 
acceptance, our new eco- 
nomists will have to tackle 
some of their own contradic- 
tions. What is to be the state’s 
role in the new order? Some 
advocate a banc income for 
everyone, employed or not, to 
.end the poverfy trap and 
liberate enteipnse at every 
I level. 

Schumacher rejected this 
because it would restore the 
very dependence on the state 
that the new economists seek 
above all to remove. The 
scheme would be expensive 
(though it would replace the 
whole gamut of social secur- 
ity payments^ and would 
therefore imply a degree of 
redistribution for which Bri- 
tain is for from ready. 
However, ways of financing 
the scheme more or less 
painlessly are being studied 
iby a research group at the 


National Council of Voluntary 
Organisations. 

Much of the “good work" 
(Schumacher’s phrase) envis- 
aged in the new economics is 
to be done at homa But who 
will ensure a fair return? If 
there is a new exploitation 
here, as David Lea argued, 
the new society could involve 
I more drud^iy than the old. 

The new economies is 
indeed vulnerable to the 
charge that it is a move 
backwards in time, from high 
to intermediate technology, 
from richness to monotony. 
Undeniably the movement 
contains nostalgia for bygone 
notions of economic morality. 

But the new prophets insist 
their vision is both modern 
and highly technologicaL , 
James Robertson ends bis 
book The Sane Alternative 
.with the story of a planetary 
Icommunity in Britain in the 
year 2050. An English Ehmily 
comes to Marshoeck village 
atter seeing a vacancy for a 
“bouse and work role on their 
domestic LHP" (leisure, 
home and personal informa- 
tic set. linked to a worldwide 
network). 

The house cluster, like most 
others after the final break- 
down of the old money 
^rstem, is owned in common, 
with neighbourhood living 
The fifarsbbeck vacancy bad 
arisen necause a member bad 
been invited to the Pacific 
InteivSpecies Communication 
and Empathy School in Tahiti 
to work on the marine con- 
sciousness movement They 
bad left on the round-Ut^ 
iworid airship. 

People at Marsbbeck work 
part-time at several jobs. 
There is a teenage mess, a 
shared deep-freeze and a 
place for making jam, bread, 
cheese, beer and wine. The 
only nussing 20th-century lux- 
uries are tea and coffee which 
are now drunk mainly in the 
re^ons where they are 
grown, and where their 
export cultivation has been 
replaced by food crops. 

Marshbrook people “need a 
different mind-set” to 
Imagine the economics of the 
70s and 83, “where one of the 
main aims was a thing called 
frill employment — in which 
as many people as possible 
work away from their homes, 
and do their work for people 
and organisations, and on 
tasks, unconnected with their 
lives. That seems crazy to us.” 

Robertson’s scenario owes 
little to nostalgia for an agra- 
rian past But is the new 
economics a dream of the 
privileged middle clas^ — 
so well accustomed to 
luxuries that they can afford 
to hanker for simplici^? 
They reply that all revolu- 
tions were conceived by 
elites, and that tbe disasters 
which now threaten us — 
permanent unemployment, 
ecolo^cal disaster and war — 
would engulf everyone, pri- 
vileged and unprivileg^ 
lalike. 


IT 13 not tbe animals who do 
it They have poisoned no 
Mars bars, made no threats, 
and scraped no cars, though i( 
is they who pow seem discre- 
dited. Nor is it the serious 
campaigners — the ma 
people who have worked 
and intelligently tbrougo 
much of their lives to present 
a reasoned, moderate, discri- 
minating, unanswerable case 
for various reforms, and who 
now see their work in ruins. 

Who actually did it does not 
matter vei^- much. There 
need be no more than a few 
dozen of them, with a little 
mone)'. Destruction is so easy. 
What is to be done now? 

The maddening thing is that 
the reasoned message was 
just beginning to get through. 
It is a decade now since Peter 
Singer's splendid book 
Animal Liberation put the 
case for change with such 
verve, learning and common- 
sense that most educate 
people who heard about it 
began to listen and saw that 
they would have to think 
again. 

Things were changing 
because the fitfril spotlight m 
current consciousness had 
swung round a little, bringing 
animals into view. Tbe old. 
deep ignorance about most of 
them, buttressed by careftiUy 
chosen texts from Genesis 
about man’s domination, was 
starting to crack. 

More widely, people who 
watched entranced while 
David Attenborou^ revealed 
a marvellous new world on 
their television screens began 
to see some sense in the 
question: why, actually, is it 
all right for us to do an^Ung 
we like to these creatures? 
The old somnolent com- 
placency, still reigning 
unchecked in Guardian third 
lei^ers on this subject, stop- 
ped being almost universal 
and became rather rare. 

The chief support of that 
complacency, now that Bibli- 
cal support IS being removed, 
is the 18tb century ctictriDe of 
social contract. If all obliga- 
tion derived from contract, it 
seemed that none could be 
owed to animals because they 
do not talk. 

The general principle was 
that “ngbts and duties are 
correlative" since both flow 
from the contract Noo-con- 
tractors had no duties and 
therefore no rights- 
It is not possible that all 
duties should be mutual 
There are plenty of humans 
without duties — babies, 
people with profound mental 
handicaps. the severely 
Insane. Have they rights? 
Some theorists. firmly 
wedded to their theory. 
Stoutly say Na these people 
are just lucky if we happen to 
view them with compassion. 

Most, however, do what is 
usually done about a 
favourite but feulty theory — 
they build on annexes, saying 
that tbese are potential con- 
tractors, or contractors in 
principle, or would be con- 
tractors if only Uiey could 
understand what it was all 
about This clutter of qualifi- 
cations and saving clauses 
serves to obscure the large 
fact that it is impossible to 
derive all obligations from 
contract, if only because the 
obligation to obey the con- 
tract itself would then be 
wrapped in mysteiy. 

Do rights have to be thought 
of in this contractual way? In 
law that does happen: you 
cannot have legn ri^ts 
unless you are capable of

Under tbe 
new proposals the . limit will 
be bmeen £3&29 and £I8 l 30. 
No single unemplo^ 
claimant could remain in nis 
e figtiwg accommodation in 
*hi« area if the new limit were 
impost" 

A survey of lodging bouses 
in Cradra to the local CHAR 
single bomelessn^ group 
found that under tbe new 
ebaiges only five out of 43 
hotels would be available to 
claimants. Central London 
Meocies estimate that under 
[the new rules, most -of the 


capital’s 10,000 boarders 
would be homeless within a 
month. 

The government answer is 
to surest that claiiuauts wiil 
have to move into “basic, 
shared accommodation" or 
look in cheaper areas. But tbe 
evidence shows that sharing 
is already commonplace: the 
homelessness agencies fear 
this will give landlords carte 
blanche to cram more and 
more claimants ioto ever- 
sleazier rooms. Cheap 
lodgings are already so scane 
I that, contrary to the Govern- 
ments intention, people will 
be forced ri^t away from 
teeir home areas. A mere two 
to four weete' grace for 
; setfi^ into a new area and 
finding a job and a place to 
live before benefit is drasti- 
cally cut, appears totally 
unrealistic. 

The new proposals have 
serious implications for 
people with special needs: 
the disabled, the elderly, ex- 

f irisonen, people leaving 
ong-stay hospitals, or those 
who need to leave their home 
. areas — women in refuges, for 
example, who have to move 
(for safety. -Housing associa- 


tioDs emphasise that the new 
rules jeopardise their "spe- 
cial needs" projects, which 
necessarily depend on 
recruiting from outside tbe 
immediate localite. Empty 
beds in such bostefr, and tbe 
requirement to reduce 
charges in line with the new 
limits, will eventually force 
projects to close. 

If s tbe same story for many 
chari^ hostels. One hostel in 
Rugby calculates the new 
relations would put it 
£2^000 a year into the red — 
and since its Home Office 
frinding cannot meet such a 
deficit, its future looks grim. 
Yet it took five years and 
£120,000 to set up; when Mr 
Fowler’s pirop(»als thudded 
on to its dooF-mat It had been 
open only two weeks. 

There is widespread con- 
cern in the submissions that 
18- and 17-year-olds will be 
forced to sleep rongh. Ali 
hostels require payment in 
advance, and these young 
people will never have the

Yet in its last term of office 
the Government’s ‘^hostels 
initiative" for young people 
made available extensive 
ftinds for capital investment 
— projects which the National 
Federation of Housing Asso- 
ciatioos considers trill now be 
forced to close dowiL 

Local authorities fear that 
responsibility for the very 
young homeless may ulti- 
mately come to rest with 
them. The London Borough of 
Lewisham points out in its 
submission that 16- and 17- 
yeamlds have “a clear right” 
under the Child (?are Act 1960 
to ask to. be received into 
council care — a sitnation 
with heavy financial con- 
sequences for rate-capped 
councils. 

The submissions have no 
shortage of prescriptions for 
what the Minister ouriit to be 
doing. First, th^ say, he 
shinud pass legimation to 
ensure ipigimum standards of 
fire^fety. overcrowding, 
amenities and repairs xa 
lodging houses. Second, fiini- 
itnre grants should be readily 
availwle for people with the 


chance to get out of lodgings 
into a flaL The Rent .4cts 
should be strei^bened to 
prevent profiteering and evic- 
tion, and local authorities, 
housing associations and 
co-ops should be allowed 
resources to provide decent 
accommodation for a wide 
range of needs. Only then will 
the board and lodging bills 
decline. 

The Social Security Advis- 
ory Committee is cleariy 
taking the objections 
seriously. But will the 
Minister? 


often, an amiable fegm fic- 
tion g^ round this principle. 
Babies and the rest go to law 
to proiv- There is nothing in 
principle to stop the same 
arrangement existing for ani- 
mals; it just does not taapDen 
to have been invented, though 
there are Jaws against certain 
kinds of cruelty to them. 

But obviously the point is 
not a legal one. The notion of 
rights is much wider. It has 
repeatedly been used to 
assert claims far beyond what 
the law at tbe time allowed, in 
order to change that law. This 
happened notably over the 
abolition of slavery and the 
emancipation of women. 

Because of these prece- 
dents. and because many 
people, especially in Amer- 
ica, re^rd the language of 
rights as central to morals, 
many reformers now demand 
“animal rights," But what 
they say can just as well be 
put, as Peter Singer puts it. 
without any reliance on that 
word. Wbat is needed is to 
stop doing things like need- 
lessly drofming corrosive into 
the eyes of rabbits and keep- 
ing battery hens standing all 
their lives without room to 
turn round or flap their wings. 

The people from whom this 
IS asked are not starring 
Eskimos. They are among the 
richest people the worla has 
ever seen. And if a reason 
needs to be given for asking 
it, it will not he some new 
subtle discovery by political 
theorists about tbe nature of 
rights. It will be our know- 
ledge that, if anybody did 
corresponding things to us, 
we would not approve at all.

THIS WEEK'S Athens- fol- 
- -Ji>w*Qp conference to the

AN international terrorist 
'' peace movement," with 
thou^nds of prosdnent 
Europeans on its death list 
is emerging is France; Wen 
Germany and Belgium. Its 
declared aim — to combat 
what it calls the "Nato-im- 
perialistic war being pre- 
pared in Europe ” con- 
g verges with the aims of the 
established peace groups. 

Some of the terrorists' tar- 
gets already attacked — US 
bases, armaments factories 
and centres of the European 
arms export industry -r- are 
also the same as those of the 
■peace' ffloveoicnt. Only the 
methods are difl'erent, with 
tile. peace -movements ^du- 
sting from demonstration to 
obstruction, and the terror- 
ists in France moving on 
from symbolic attacks on 
buildings to the planned 
murder of .key soldiers, poU- 


and 


ticians, officials 
industrialists.. 

The new threat came into 
the open a fortnight ago 
with the announcement of an 
unprecedented ‘'merger" be- 
tween the two most promi- 
nent leftwing terrorist 
groups of France and Weft 
Germany — tbe Red Army 
Faction and Action Dircetc. 
The anoouiicemcnt promised 
attacks “ against the multina- 
tional structures of Nato. Us 
military leaders, its plans 
and its propaganda." 

The group has ei-ident 
links in Belgium — the 
proven source of cxplosrvea 
in recent attacks in both 
West Gerinany and France. 
The Belgian Fighting Cmn- 
munlst Cells group has 
staged 13 attaclm on Mato 
targets in. the past three 
months. There is a link with 
Italy, too. Several naembers 
of the Italian Bed Brigades 


have been arrested in France 
while operating with Action 
Directe and more are known 
to be at large. 

Responsibility for last Fri- 
clay^9 murder in Paris of 
(icneral Audran. head of the 
Defence Mimstry's arms ex- 
port divUion. was claimed 
within minutes fay Action 
Directe. It follows clear 
warnings from the groups 
themselves, and from secu- 
rity officials in Washington, 
Bonn, Paris and Brussels 
that large numhem of senior 
officials are at risk.

Once regarded as a liberal 
Republit^, he is now seen 
more as the Fretident’s 
cheerieader. 

Reagan's public positioa is 
that much has been done 


since the bad old days be- 
fore Civi] Rights and that 
black leaders would do bet- 
ter not to pretend that 
things were tbe same. As to 
the horrendous level of black 
unemployment (18 per cent 
compared with 7 per cent 
overall), be points to small 
business legislation, enter- 
prise zones, youth opportu- 
nUy aid and reductions in 
the minimum wage, all de- 
signed to create jobs for 
blacks tbe Thatcherite way.

Bebind today*s Stansted debate lies a terminal crisis that won’t solve itself^ *writes MICHAEL SMITH 


The jumbo-sized problem parked outside No lO 


THIRTY years of heated de- 
bate. controversy and agonis- 
ing will come to a head in 
the Commons today when 
MPs discuss new proposal.s to 
develop Stansted, North 
Essex, as London's major 
airport. 

Tbe outline plan, which 
was recommended last month 
by independent inspector 
Graham ^Te. QC, is to ex-, 
pand Stansted from its cur- 
rent passenger throughput of 
527,000 passengers a year to 
16 million by 1990 apd to 
embark on new expansion at 
London’s Heathrow through 
the addition of a fifth termi- 
nal that would raise' capacity 


firom 38 to 53 milliou by the 
mid-1990s.

The twin development, 
• which is likely to cost at 
least £2 billion, is designed 
to meet the growing demand 
for airport capacity in the 
South East from 1990 until 
well into the 21st century. 

Today's lengthy Commons 
debate will provide Parlia- 
ment with its last real oppor- 
tunity to Influence the Gov- 
ernment before miDisters 
take a final decision in late 
spring Or early summer. 

It is also likely to throw 
up. one of the biggest Tory 
Party revolts of Mrs 
Thatcher'S reign as -a large 
number of Conservatives in 
the South East signal their 
fierce opposition lo Stansted. 
They will be joined in oppos- 
ing the Eyre plans by a 
large number of l^abour MPs 
who we pressing instead for 
development of Britain's 
regional airports. 

While there will be no 
Pa'rliomcntmy defeat for the 
Government because minis- 
ters have chosen the vehicle 
of an adjournment debate, 
Mrs Thatcher and her Cabi- 
net can hardly fail to ignore 
tbe depth of opposition to 
Stansted. 

. Above air today’s debate 
will illustrate the' enormous 
difficulties facing the Gov- 
enunent in reatming a final 
decition' later in the year 
' Only one thing seems 
likely — that tbe Govern- 
ment, throu^ TransDort Sec^ 
ret^« incholas Ridley, and 
Fm^boeht' Minister, Ian 
Gow, are compelled to take, a 
de&ifflbn one way or the 
other. 


Grabam Eyre, reporting 
after a 25Bday public in- 
quiiy, effectively set out tbe 
options and chastised past 
administrations for what be 
tenned “ineptne» axid vm- 
illation ’ over the years. 
Eyiv said tiiat the hopes of 
a wide sector of the regional 
population have been fre- 
quently raised and dashed 
and. be added : " A strong 
public cynicism has inexora- 
bly grown. Political dedaions 
in this field are no longer 
trusted.” 

However Eyre’s wordy, but 
wor^ report, has succeed 
in driving the Government 
into an unenviable position 
where it simply cannot win. 
As one oommemator rightly 
said, there are no votes Jo 
aliportA 

Those in favour of the 
SUnsted-Heathrow expansion 
programme include virtually 
every sii^le representative 
of the commercial aviation 
industry in Britain. These in- 
clude the British Airports 
Authority, owners of 
Heathrow and Stansted, the 
major airlines like British 
Airways and British Caledo- 
itian and the Civil Aviation 
Authority, the State-owned 
body whidi looks after air 
traffic control^ safety, and 
propriety itr . the airline 
busines. 

Against this formidable 
lobby are the local anti-noise 
and conservationist lobbies 
around both airport sites, a 
considerable nui^er of MPs 
and 9 whole ranqe of airport 
operators, businesses and 
MPs from the Midlands and 
North of Engird. . 

Forecasting bow many 


peojfie vrill be taking off and 
lanniog at Heathrow, 
Gatwick, Stansted and Luton 
by the year 1995 is clearly a 
hwrdous business and sub- 
ject to wildly differing opin- 
ions. For example, the De- 
partment of Transport 
recently estimated that total 
passenger traffic through 
Britain by the year 2000 will 
be anywhere between I05B 
nuRson and 172.8 milUoo— a. 
very wide margin. 

Eyre estimated that the 
four London airports would 


handle 47 million passenirers 
in 18S5, rising to 61 million 


by 1990 and to 75 million by 
1995. 


To meet this huge in- 
crease, he suggested the im- 


mediate development of 
Stansted to 15 million pas- 
sengers by the year 1990 and 
for terminal five at 
Heathrow to be in place by 
1995, adding 15 million to its 
capacity. In addition he 
recommended that Stansted 
be further expanded at a 
later date to cope v.ith 25 
million people a year. 

Eyre rejected all other 
possible sites in the South 
East — including Maplin 
Sands — and kindly dis- 
missed tbe case for alterna- 
tive expansion of the 

s ‘inn 


regions. **Onlr Stansted can 


provide addition^ capacity 


to meet demand in the early 
to mid-1990s," he said 


'Hie opposition lobbies nev- 
ertheless believe that Eyre 
may bave misjodged several 
key factors like passengers 
movements and that his solu- 
tion may be a mucky fudg- 
ing operation. The most 
widely canvased Idea is to 


raise Stansted’s capacity to 
only five million a year, press 
ahead with terminal five at 
Heathrow and steer the rest 
of the traffic into the 
regional airports like Bir- 
mingham, Manchester and 
the Scottish cities. 

This may sound appealing, 
e^ecially if tbe Government 
tries to extricate itself from 
the problem by conceding a 
little to each of tbe three 
main lobbies. 

However it is an option 
likely to prove almost as ex- 
pensive and potentially dam- 
aging to the long tern inter- 
ests of the commercial 
aviation industry. It would 
be almost as expensive be- 
cause, regardless of the pas- 
senger throughput, Stansted 
will need massive spending 
on roads, rail and other 
related infrastructure. 

It would prove damaging 
to the industry because for- 
eign airline and passengers 
would undoubtedly switch to 
rival airports on tbe Conti- 
nent, like Sehipol in Azn5te^ 
dam or Fraxikfurt, if the 
South East runs out of 
capacity. 

The regional case also 
looks flimsy because the air- 
lines themselves have so far 
. shown little indication of 
wanting to embark on rapid 
expansion of their networks 
outside Limdon. 

Eyre pointed out that 
devdoping Stansted and 
Heathrow would not affect 
the regions where, in any 
event, he projected passenger 
traffic virtually to double to 
43 million a year by the turn 
of the century. 

The (tovenuneot has al- 


ready promised not to expand 
Heathrow's aircraft move- 
ments — take-offs and land- 
ings — beyond 275,000 a 
year. But in 1984, 12 months 
before the opening of the 
new fourth terminal and 11 
yeais before the projected 
fifth. Heathrow handled 
273,000 aircraft movements. 
Clearly further expansion at 
Heathrow can only be met by 
breaking that promise. 

Second, the Government is 
saddled with finding a new 
home for a huge sewage 
works.

TOMORROW'S unemploy- 
ment figure.^ are bound to 
be painful for a Government 
stiir reeling under the blows 
from the foreign exchange 
markets. Post-Christmas sea- 
sonal lay-offs are expected to 
boost the official jobless 
total of 3.219.406 by more 
than 100.000. 

That will be more than 2 
million above the unemploy- 
ment level Mrs Thatcher and 
her Government inherited al- 
most six years ago. 

But tilings could be worse 
for the Prime Minister and 
her Chancellor, who pre- 
dicted that unemployment 


would fall last year. The fig- 
ures could still include all 


those who used to be regis- 
tered as looking for work 
but who did not claim bene- 
fits — as they did before 
October 1982. The change cut 
the unemployment total by 
246.000 at a stroke that 
month. 

And the figures wonld 
look even worse if unem- 
ployed men over 60 had not 
been removed from the offi- 
cial statistics in April 1983. 

The then Employment Min- 
ister, Norman Tebbit, insisted 
when these changes were 
made that there was no sub- 
terfuge involved. Everyone 
knew about tbe adjuslments 
and understood that 
they reduced the published 
Jobless total, he said. But 
since then, tbe Department 
of Employment has refused 
to make any public estimate 


of bow enrreot figures would 
bave looked under tbe old 


system. 

The Unemployment Unit 
has estimated that last 
mmith's total would bave 
been almost 400,000 higher 
if the pre-November 1982 
system were stiB in force, it 
believes : 3,616,400 people 
would have been registered 
as looking for work — about 
15 per cent of the workforce. 

Tbe oM system of counting 
the dole queues was itself 
inadequate. Tbe Department 
of Em^oymezrt recently esti- 
mated that in 1981 about 

400.000 looking for work did 
not appear on the register. 
However, a similar numbef 
who were not actively look- 
ing for jobs is thought to 
have discounted the loss. 

Add to these unmassaged 
figures a proportion of those 
on government training and 
make-work schemes, and a 
more realistic picture of Mrs 
Thatcher’S unemployment 
problem begins to emerge. 

When Labour left office in 
May 1979, the total number 
of people on such schemes 
was 242,000. Unemployment 
was nearly 1.3 million. 
Today, 679,000 people are in- 
volved in tiie present govern- 
ment’s “ special employment 
and training measures." Of 
these. 129,000 are employed 
by the Community Pro- 
gramme and 351,000 young 
people are on the Youth 
Training Scheme. 

Clearly, some of these 

679.000 could well be work- 
ing if they were not covered 
by the government schemes. 
For example, the Young 
Workers’ Scheme, which sub- 
sidises emifioyers who pay 
young people low wages, is 
not believed to have created 
many jobs that would not 
have existed anyway — 
many of them for young 
people. 

The Department of Em- 
ployment's own estimate is 
that the various schemes 
take about 485.000 unem- 
ployed out of the figures. 
And that is not counting 
most of the 20,000-odd on 
training or make-work 
Schemes In Northern 
Ireland. 

So tbe best guess at last 
month's real unemployment 
total is a bit more than 4.1 
million. Tomorrow, tbat will 
probably be well over 4.2 
million. 

Of enuTse, playing around 
with the unemployment fig- 
ures is an old game. When 
unemployment was beginning 
to rise uncontrollably under 
the Heath government, it 
was decided to raise the 
school leaving age from 15 
to 16.

A clinic secretary in a 
London faoroo^ said: “The 
past month here has been 
absolute chaos.

I feel as if my 
hands are chained behind my 
back. 1 want to help, but Fm 
not allowed to any more.” 

The woman, who is in her 
late thirties, said: “We have 
about %000 clients here, with 
a slightly higher precentage 
of under l&yearolds than 
most clinics. We have spent 
the last five rears gaining the 
confidence of these ^Is, tell- 
ing them not to lie about their 
ages, educating them about 
respon^ilifr and about the 
necessity of heing truthfiiL i 

“We make eveiy effort to{get 
under 16s to tell their parents 
and their GPs, and some- 
times, after th^ have been 
with us for a while, they do. 
Parents sometimes thazm ns 
for taking care of their daugh- 
ters. One girl who came to ns 
when she was 1 ^ eventually 
told her mother a few months 
ago.

The striding 
Madonna outside Salisbu^ 
Cathedral It is deeply ironic 
that her rise to prominence as 
Uniain’s most celebrated 
public sculptor should have 
coincided so neatly with her 
descent into critics! oblivion. 

With hindsight it is not 
difficult to see why she fell 
out of fovonr. Her wotk was 
born and nourished on the 
thick atmospheres of the fif- 
ties. The pained male nudes, 
the brutal birds of prey, tiie 
victims of war reminded soci- 
ety of something it was 
desperately trying to forget 
When the Sixties be gain to 
swing, so did British sculp- 
ture. It dropped the figore, 
and all the pain associated 
with it It dropped the mated 
greys and browns of the Fif- 
ties and replaced them with 
brightly coloured plastics. It 


dropp^ all displays of emo- 
tions intensi^. And, in terms 
of critical acclaim and 
museum support, it dropped 
Elisabeth fiink. 

Prominence was thrust 
upon her at an early age. She 
was 23, and still a stndent at 
Chelsea when she won a prize 
in the ill-feted competition to 
design a Monument For The 
Unknown Political Prisoner, 
to be set up on a hillside in 
Berlin as a perpetual protest 
against the Cold War. The 
Itonament was never boilL 
But it made Elisabeth Frink's 
reputation. Her sculpture 
found its way into the I^te — 
does anybody out there 
remember when it was last on 
show? — and she was soon 
represented in some of the 
most important private and 
museum collections in the 
world. 

Since then little has been 
seen of her work from the 
Fifties, ft will provide some of 
the most stirring moments 
when it takes up its prominent 

S osition in a major retrospec- 
ve which opens soon at the 


lU^l Academy. For the time 
being the best pieces are 
sprinkled around the garden 
of the 18th centniy stable 
block in which she iiv^ in 
Dorset, her dark sculpture 
contrasting sternly with the 
soft greens of the surrounding 
countzyside. 

Some powerfiil force has 
bruised and battered her 
figures. Brooding humans 
with thin legs and small heads 
pace the lawn, stare melan- 
cholieally into space, or lie' 
scattered across the grass like 
mutilated survivors on a bat- 
tlefield, still making small, 
nseless gestures of self-pre- 
servation. It is not sorprising 
that this work has been over- 
looked for so long. The pain it 
remembers is too real for 
modern tastes. 

The otiier inhabitants of the 
garden look on sadly. A 
bronze boar snuffies in the 
undergrowth. Tall, nude 
supermen, seven feet tall, 
lope across the lawn. Along 
the terrace a row of assorted 
heads keep up their unblink- 
ing vigil, who are these silent 
watchers? 


“The heads are probably 
nw only political comment 
Tn^ started in the eariy 
sixties as soldiers heads. 
Then they became heads with 
gosles. I always find it 
rather dnister when yon cant 
see peoples ayes. 1 was living 
in France at the time and they 
started with the aftermaUi of 
the Algerian war. And now 
I've worked through to the 
sorts of heads which Fve been 
doing for Amnesty Internatio- 
nal and Homan Rights.

I point out that the 
Romans used busts of their 
emperors to mark out the 
boundaries of their territory 
in much the same way as her 
beads are scatter^ across the 
world's civic clearing paite 
and public places.

She does a few portraits 
still. Alee Guinness. tnUiam 
Walton, Solti, but finds that 
the demands of portraiture 
can clash with her own ambi- 
tions for the human head.

“IF WE conld have a record of 
the devotion of those women 
who lie forgotten under the 
turf round country churches 
throughout England, it would 
be better worth preserving 
than nine-tenths or our litera- 
ture and histories.” This 
would not have come from 
many men’s lips in 1896, 
especially at the age of 60. 

But Mark Rutherford not 
only has the rare gift of 
capturing women's sensibi- 
lity, he also has a reeat 
awareness of the inequalities 
suffered by women in his 
society. 

Hark Rniherford (real 
name WiUiam Hale White) is 
not a well known Victorian 
novelist, but the Hogarth 
Press has decided to publish 
two of his books, Clara Hop- 
goM torice £3.95) and Catha- 
rine ftine (price £3.50) in 
paperback. At first sight these 
books amiear to be simply a 
second-class Tess of the D'Ui^ 
bervilles or an inferior Sense 
and Sensibility, but his main 
characters are strong, clever 
women, who battle against 
ti^ fete, some succeeding, 
nwiH others eventually heing 
crashed nnder the heavy 
weight Of injustice. 


Madge Hopgood in Clara 
Bopsood is perhaps the first 
English heroine to elect to 
become an unmarried 
mother, rather than submit to 
a life which she knows will 
make her unhappy and which 
is against all her instincts. 
She is not shown to be a 
victim, but clearly is just as 
responsible as her lover for 
her action and also prepared 
to accept the consequences. 
Her sister, another strong 
energetic woman, after much 
soul-searching, eventually 
fiouts the conventions of her 
time and becomes involved in 
Italian politics, leading to her 
death. Many of her desires 
have to be denied, but at least 
she makes her own choice. 

The book does not fell into 
the trap of sentimentalising 
the home and femifr as did 
many novels written m Victo- 
rian male novelists, beeanse 
Mark Rutherford seems to be 
well aware of the isolation oi 
women in towns when their 
husbands are at work all day. 

In Catharine Furze, Catha- 
raine, altbon^ uneducated 
and virtually powerless, is 
shown to be much brighter 
than the men surrounding 


her, but she has nothing to 
occupy her — her days are 
endless. Mark Rutherford 
takes her aspirations 
seriously — the wastage of 
women’s talent is something 
which greatly concerns him- 
“As the world is arranged at 
present, there is too mneb 

S ower for the mills which 
ave to be turned fay it” 

In the same novel Jane 
Cardew could have been a 
successful mathematician, ii 
the opportunity existed, but 
she is reduced to being the* 
neurotic wife of an egotisticaJ 


cleig^an who continnally 
hunmiates her. “Fancy an 
Englishwoman with any pre- 
tensions to edneation not 
knowing Milton” is a typical 
put-down. 

Mark Rntherford’s first wife 
was ^ all accounts a weak, 
snbmissive woman, and an 
invalid for many years. Apart 
from a short friendship with 
George Eliot when he was 20, 
his admiration for strong, 
courageous women was not 
refieeted in his own life ontil 
he was 75, when he met 
Dorothy Vernon White, then 


only 30. Be married her a few 
years later. 

Apparently they fell in love 
instantly. She was almost the 
incarnation of one of his 
heroines — a strong, lively, 
independent woman, who was 
a good cricketer. Her novel 
Frank Barnet is also 
republished He 

(price £3.95). 

Although essentially an 
Mwardian romance, it too 
has a very strong woman at 
the centre. Phillis is a Maggie

THIS is wonderful stoiy about 
a woman in Manhattan who 
thought she could mate a 
difference^ who believed that 
one passionate heart was 
more powerful than any real 
estate developer. It takes 
place in what used to be 
known as the Lower East Side 
(and still is by older reridents 
paying $120, rent) and is now 
called the East Village — 
mostly fay SSOO-a-month new- 
comers. 

Our story is set on East 10th 
Street wher& once upon a 
time, lived Elizabeth Stuyve- 
sant Fish with her husband, 
Nicholas, uid their only son, 
Hamilton. Her hoinely pre- 
sence 'comes back to us 
throng old records, threngh 
tales of her peaceful garden, 
left as it was when reie' mar- 
ried in 1803 .until her death 50 
years later. There were flow- 
ers here, two horse chestnut 
trees, berry bushes, a green- 
house and stables — grazing 
fbr Emify. tiie femily cow. 

Mrs Fiu was buned in the 
Church of St Marts-in-the- 
Bowty. It stands there still — 
a late Geord^ country 
parish ehurefa. renera- 
tions of Stuyvesants lie here, 
the oldest mte of continuous . 
worship on the island and 
once the farm of “bouwerie” 
of (Sovemor Peter Stuyre- 
sant, Ifireetor General of tiie 
West Indian Comprey in New ■ 
Netherlands. Gfao^ ' walk 
here, indeed. 

And along East 10th Street 
in the 1850s, gracious town 
houses were built as Hamil- 
ton FIMl sold off his inheri- 
tance to such as Ifatthiaiy 
Banta and James Sinclair — 
the real estate developers of 
the momenL On the comer of 
this long historic terrace 
there is a huge hole in tiie 
ground, as if bulldozers were 
seized mid-flight Hm is 
where we come to Marilyn 
J^ipleberg, our heroine. 


From her window beneath 
the eav^ she looked over a 
bare yard that she saw as a 
garden AiU of flowers; trees 
and benches. She marked her 
days by the grand clock on the 
tower of the old Consolidated 
Edison building on 14th 
Street And a while agOf when 
the landlord threw np his 
hands, she mobilised some of 
the tenants to buy tiie builT 
ding.

It was also destructi^’e (at 
least potentially) to bidders, 
for they could be lured into 
paying too much, or that 


more subtle danger, of be- 
coming too intent on acqui- 
sition and too relaxed about 
tbe existing portfolio of busi- 
nesses. You cannot have a 
bicycle which has to be ped- 
alled faster and faster to 
stay upright. 

Finally it was becoming 
destructive to investors. If 
every time Hanson (or what- 
ever) shows an interest in a 
company, every investor who 
picks up the news can add 
50 per cent to his or her 
money by jumping in too. 
This creates a false market, 
or at least an unhealthy one. 

Now Hanson has demon- 
strated that it means what it 
says. This will do it a deal 
of credit in any future take- 
over it seeks to mount. Pow- 
ell Duffryn retains its inde- 
pendence, which in this case, 
since the main reason for its 
current weakness was the 
coal strike, also seems a sen- 
sible Outcome. And investors 
will have learnt that simply 
to pitch in to every takeover 
situatioD will not automati- 
cally result in a fat profit
